Commerce Daniel C. Roper that 
the nation's business on July 1 had 
reached the most promising phase 
since March 1933 and that nation- 
al income for 1936 might be 10 
per cent ahead of the ^53,000,000,- 
300 in 1935.

THE INSTINCTIVE knowledge 


or feeling-, which we term intui- 
tion, often saves a player from 
doing- the wrong thing. That Inner 
knowledge of what should be done 
Is strongly developed in successful 
players, and It should be culti- 
vated by all of us. Commonly we 
refer to a strong urge to taxe a 
certain course, when reason alone 
seems unable to guide us, as a

Th« 
moment after I had gone up with 
the high honor I instinctively 
knew that I had played incorrectly. 
Now I had to make amends. I led 
off the K of clubs while I thought 
over the heart situation. Then I 
knew what to do. I led the J of 
hearts. South played the 4. Dui=i- 
my's Ace won the trick, dropping 
North's Q and insuring my con- 
tract. The 7 of hearts was taken 
with my 10. Dummy was put in 
lead with a club. The 9 of heart* 
was led. On It went my last dia- 
mond. I spread my hand, offering 
the doubler his good K of spades, 
which was all he could win. Intui- 
tion had saved the day for me.
